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UNITED  STATES  CROP  SUMlViARY  AS  OF  JANUARY  1,  1962 

Corn  stocks  on  farms  January  1,  1962,  estimated  at  3,0  billion  bushels, 
were  1  percent  below  the  record  volume  of  a  year  earlier  but  31  per- 
cent above  average. 

Wheat  stocks  on  farms,  placed  at  359  million  bushels,  were  15  percent 
less  than  a  year  earlier  but  2  percent  above  average. 

Oats    stocks  on  farms,  estimated  at  694  million  bushels,  were  9  percent 
less  than  last  year  and  15  percent  below  average. 

Soybean  farm  stocks,  were  a  record  high  of  263  million  bushels,  53  per- 
cent above  last  year  and  89  percent  more  than  the  average  for 
January  1. 

Sorghum  farm  stocks  totaled  151  million  bushels,  31  percent  below  Jan- 
uary 1,  1961,  but  57  percent  above  average  stocks  for  January  1. 

Barley  farm  stocks  totaled  179  million  bushels,  13  percent  below  I96l 
but  10  percent  above  average. 

Flaxseed  stocks  on  farms,  estimated  at  6,  7  million  bushels,  were  28  per- 
cent less  than  a  year  earlier,  and  49  percent  below  average. 

Hay  on  farms  totaled  80,  3  million  tons,  3  percent  smaller  than  a  year 
earlier,  but  6  percent  more  than  average. 

Citrus :  The  1961-62  orange  crop  is  expected  to  total  127  million  boxes-- 
10,3  million  boxes  more  than  last  season  and  2,9  million  boxes  more 
than  average. 

Eggs  produced  in  December  totaled  5,  2  billion,  2  percent  more  than 
December  I960,  and  3  percent  more  than  the  10-year  average  for 
the  month.

POTATOES,  IRISH,  1962  CROP 
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GENERAL  CROP  REPORT  AS  OF  JANUARY  1,  1962 

December  Closes  Cut  a  Good  1961  Crop  Year 


Farmers  took  full  advantage  of  relatively  mild  early  December  days -to  push 
the  delayed  crop  harvest  toward  completion.    Snow  and  cold  stopped  field 
work J  "by  the  end  of  the  month,  with  winter  care  of  livestock  taking  most  of 
the  farmers'  attention.    In  a  few  States,  some  corn,  cotton,  and  other  late 
crops  still  remained  unharvested  at  the  end  of  December.    Livestock  are  re- 
ported as  holding  up  well  in  spite  of  severe  weather  in  some  areas.  Cold 
waves  reaching  into  the  deep  South,  did  only  limited  damage  to  the  Florida 
citrus  crop  but  set  back  tender  vegetable  crops.    Heavy  snows  in  the  moun- 
tain areas  broughta  promise  of  more  favorable  water  reserves  for  the  1962 
season. 

Farm  Stored  Feed  Grains  h  Percent  Under  I^st  Year 

Total  tonnage  of  the  four  feed  grains  stored  on  farms  on  January  1 
was  k  percent  less  than  the  record  level  of  a  year  earlier  but  2^  percent 
greater  than  the  1951-^0  average  January  1  holdings.    Corn  stored  on  farms 
was  1  percent  less  than  last  year  as  disappearance  from  farms  during  the 
October- December  quarter  was  below  a  year  earlier.    Corn  on  farms  January  1, 
1962  was  31  percent  above  average.    Farm  stocks  of  sorghum  grain  were  more 
than  50  percent  above  average  but  nearly  a  third  less  than  a  year  earlier 
due  to  a  22  percent  smaller  crop  and  an  above  average  disappearance  during 
the  past  three  months.    Cats  stored  on  farms  were  9  percent  below  last  year 
and  15  percent  less  than  average.    Stocks  of  barley  on  farms  were  13  per- 
cent smaller  than  a  year  earlier  but  10  percent  above  average. 

Food  GralD  Stocks  oh  Farms  Dovn  I6  Percent — Soybeans  Record  High 

Food  grain  stocks  on  farms  dropped  16  percent  below  January  1  a  year 
ago  but  were  2  percent  above  the  ten- year  average.    Wheat  held  on  farms  was 
15  percent  under  last  January  1  while  rye  stocks  were  down  ^0  percent.  Soy- 
beans stored  on  fams  set  new  high  levels  following  the  record-breaking  196I 
crop.    January  1,  I962  farm  stocks  were  53  percent  greater  than  a  year  earlier 
and  89  percent  larger  than  average.    Flaxseed  stocks  were  28  percent  smaller 
than  a  year  earlier  and  only  about  one-half  of  the  average  farm  holdings  for 
this  date. 
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Hay  Stocks  Above  Average- -Pasture  Feed  Limited 


Hay  supplies  at  the  start  of  the  I96I-62  feeding  season  were  at  record 
high  levels  as  the  I96I  crop  (third  highest  of  record)  was  combined  with  a 
large  carryover  of  hay  from  earlier  years.    Feeding  needs  prior  to  January  1, 
1962  were  above  average  so  that  tonnage  of  hay  on  farms  on  January  1,  was  3 
percent  below  last  year  but  6  percent  above  average.     Farm  stocks  were  above 
average  in  all  regions  and  above  last  year  in  all  areas  except  the  North 
Central  States. 

Fall  weather  favored  grazing  of  crop  residues  in  all  areas.    Early  De- 
cember snow  cover  halted  grazing,  and  heavy  feeding  of  all  livestock  was 
required,  especially  in  the  Mountain  and  Central  Plains  States.  Relatively 
open  weather  in  the  Northern  Plains  States  until  late  December  helped  to 
stretch  limited  roughage  and  supplies.    Wet  fields  followed  by  freezing 
December  temperatures  limited  the  prospects  for  wheat  pastures  in  the  South- 
ern Plains.     Improved  moisture  conditions  helped  pasture  growth  in  the  South- 
eastern States  but  low  temperatures  in  December  limited  growth. 

Harvest  of  I96I  Crops  Still  Ig.gging 

Farmers  welcomed  the  mild  early  December  weather  and  made  rapid  progress 
in  completing  the  delayed  harvest  of  late  I961  crops.     The  greatest  handicap 
was  soft  fields  from  previous  rains  that  hampered  or  prevented  the  use  of 
harvesting  equipment.     Snow  cover  arrived  with  the  cold  weather  of  mid-De- 
cember and  frost  penetration  was  insufficient  in  many  areas  to  make  a  solid 
footing  for  heavy  equipment.    Scattered  fields  of  corn  are  unharvested  in 
the  eastern  and  northern  sections  of  the  Corn  Belt.     Around  3  "to  5  percent 
of  Illinois  corn  is  unharvested,  with  as  much  as  20  percent  out  in  some  locali- 
ties.   A  similar  situation  is  reported  in  southern  Iowa  and  Northern  Missouri. 
Nebraska  and  Kansas  have  more  corn  and  sorghum  still  in  the  field  than  in  the 
past  several  years.     Oklahoma  still  has  some  sorghum  remaining  to  be  harvested 
but  Texas  farmers  were  able  to  practically  complete  combining.    A  few  fields 
of  soybeans  are  still  standing  in  Mississippi  Valley  States  from  Missouri  to 
the  Gulf. 

Cotton  harvest  was  virtually  complete  east  of  the  Mississippi  river 
except  for  some  delayed  fields  in  scattered  areas.     Cold,  wet  weather 
limited  harvest  in  Oklahoma  until  near  Christmas,  but  Texas  cotton  growers 
made  little  better  progress,  and  over  90  percent  of  the  crop  was  picked 
by  January  1.     New  Mexico  and  Arizona  cotton  harvest  is  nearing  completion 
while  California  made  rapid  advances  in  desert  areas  but  progrss  was  slowed 
by  rain  and  fog  in  other  cotton  areas.     Quality  of  much  of  the  late  har- 
vested cotton  has  been  lowered  by  continued  wet  conditions. 

Marketings  of  flue- cured  tobacco  were  completed  during  December  and 
burley  sales  set  rapid  pace  until  the  Christmas  close-down.     Sugar  cane 
harvest  was  slowed  in  Louisiana  but  about  95  percent  of  the  crop  was  de- 
livered to  the  mills  by  the  end  of  the  year. 
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Fall  Sown  Gi'ains  Enter  Winter  Auspiciously 


December  "brought  the  first  severe  winter  weather  to  the  in5)ortant 
winter  wheat  areas  of  the  Central  Plains,  with  helow  normal  temperatures 
arriving  during  the  second  week  of  the  month  and  record  lows  at  some  points 
in  the  third  week.    Snow  preceding  or  accompanying    the  cold  waves  gave 
generally  adequate  cover  and  damage  to  small  grains  was  light.    Limited  losses 
from  wind  erosion  in  light  soil  areas  of  western  Neoraska  were  reported 
hut  snow  cover  protected  most  other  areas.    Low  temperatures  held  wheat  in  the 
dormant  stage  and  froze  back  top  growth  in  Okleihoma  and  Texas.  Grazing 
conditions,  han$)ered  earlier  by  wet  fields,  were  further  reduced,  and  wheat 
pasture  prospects  dropped  below  earlier  expectations.    In  the  south- 
eastern part  of  the  Nation,  farmers  took  advantage  of  more  favorable  moisture 
conditions  to  seed  late  cover  crops.    Wheat  producers  in  dry  areas  of 
Washington  and  Oregon  continued  seeding  operations  as  moisture  conditions 
improved.    Earlier  seeded  fields  are  showing  improvement,  but  added  soil 
moisture  is  desired.    Arizona  and  California  grain  crops  made  good  progress 
although  slowed  by  low  temperatures. 

V7inter  Vegetables  and  Potatoes  Under  Last  Year 

Production  of  winter  vegetables  is  expected  to  be  3  percent 
less  than  last  year  but  6  percent  more  than  average.    Major  vegetables  with 
substantial  decreases  are  celery  and  tomatoes  while  lettuce  will  also  be 
in  shorter  supply.  .I^Iaterially  larger  output  of  carrots  is  expected  with  a  slight- 
ly larger  tonnage  of  cabbage.    In  Florida,  widespread  showers  preceding  the 
late  December  cold  waves  helped  alleviate  dry  conditions  and  reduced  irrigation 
needs.    Freezing  tenrperatures  on  December  26  and  again  on  December  29  and  30 
caused  some  damage  to  tender  vegetable  crops  but  only  light  damage  to  hardier 
crops.    Texas  vegetable  crops  developed  under  generally  favorable  conditions 
during  December.    Arizona  and  California  areas  made  good  growth  but  showers 
and  wet  fields  hampered  harvest. 

Winter  potato  production  is  expected  to  be  I6  percent  smaller  than 
last    year  and  h  percent  below  average. .Digging  of  the  California  winter 
crop  has  progressed  rather  slowly.    The  Florida  crop  sustained  little  or 
no  damage  from  recent  low  temperatures.    Potato  growers  in  the  late  spring 
States  indicate  intentionsnto  plant  an  acreage  for  1S62  that  is  I6  percent 
below  last  year  and  29  percent  less  than  the  I95I-60  average. 

Citrus  Tonnage  Above  Last  Year  and  Average 

Prospective  production  of  I96I-62  citrus  crops  changed  very  little 
during  the  past  month.    Tonnage  is  greater  than  last  year  and  also  above 
average,  with  oranges,  grapefruit,  and  lemons  each  showing  increases.  Cold 
weather  struck  the  citrus  areas  of  both  Florida  and  California.  During 
late  December  and  early  January,  Florida  citrus  suffered  some  damage  to 
fruit,  foliage,  and  small  wood,  although  it  appears  that  damaged  fruit 
will  be  salvaged,    California  had  some  light  frost  damage,  but  wind  machines 
were  generally  effective  in  preventing  damage.    Eairvest  is  progressing  well 
with  about  16  percent  of  the  oranges  and  2h  percent  of  the  grapefruit  harvested 
by  January.    Harvest  of  grapefruit  is  still  running  well  ah*=^ad  of  a  year  ago. 
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December  Milk  and  Eg^  Production  Hig:her 


December  milk  production,  continuing  at  a  record  level,  vas  up  3 
percent  from  a  year  earlier  and  11  percent  above  the  1950" 59  December 
average.    Egg  production  during  December  vas  about  2  percent  larger  than 
a  year  earlier,  as  a  higher  rate  of  lay  more  than  offset  a  slight  decline 
in  number  of  layers.    Total  egg  output  for  I961  was  about  the  same  as  the 
previous  year. 

CORN  STOCKS  ON  FARMS;    Corn  stored  on  farms  January  1  totaled  3,022 

million  bushels,  one  percent  below  the  record 
volume  a  year  earlier  but  nearly  a  third  above  average.    Corn  production 
in  19*5l  was  7  percent  below  a  year  earlier,  but  carryover  of  old  crop 
corn  on  October  1  was  the  second  highest  of  record,  and  disappearance 
from  farms  during  the  October-December  quarter  fell  below  the  rate  main- 
tained during  this  period  in  i960. 

Farm- stored  corn  in  the  North  Central  area  was  only  slightly  below 
last  year  and  acco-unted  for  88  percent  of  the  total  farm  holdings  in  the 
Nation.    Stocks  exceeded  a  year  ago  in  Iowa,  Minnesota,  Wisconsin  and 
Michigan,  but  were  less  than  January  1,  I961,  in  other  North  Central 
States, 

Corn  held  on  farms  in  both  the  North  Atlantic  and  South  Atlantic 
States  ^Tas  moderately  below  a  year  earlier,  while  the  West  showed  a 
slight  decline.    Farm  stocks  in  the  South  Central  area  were  3  percent 
above  a  year  ago  with  increases  in  all  States  in  the  area  except  Kentucky, 
Tennessee  and  Oklahoma. 

Disappearance  of  com  from  farms  dioring  the  October-December  quarter 
was  1,182  million  bushels,  10  percent  below  the  same  period  in  I960  but 
13  percent  above  the  10-year  average. 

WHEAT  STOCKS  ON  FARMS;    January  1  stocks  of    ALL  VJEEAT    on  farms,  at  359 

million  bushels,  were  15  percent  below  a  year 
earlier  but  2  percent  above  average.    The  Januaiy  1  stocks  are  equivalent 
to  29*0  percent  of  the  1961  production  compared  with  31*1  percent  held  a 
year  earlier  and  the  average  of  32.2  percent.    About  one-third  of  the 
wheat  on  farms  January  1  \jas  I96I  and  earlier  crop  wheat  under  Government 
farm- stored  loan- -a  little  lower  percentage  and  a  sigiif icantly  smaller 
volume  than  a  year  earlier. 

January  1  farm  stocks  of  all  wheat  were  considerably  above  a  year 
earlier  in  the  South  Atlantic  and  South  Central  Regions,  slightly  less 
in  the  North  Atlantic  Region  and  sharply  lower  in  the  important  producing 
North  Central  and  Western  Regions.    East  North  Central  States  report 
larger  stocks  than  a  year  earlier  but  were  more  than  offset  by  relatively 
sharp  reductions  in  farm  holdings  in  the  Dakotas  and  Nebraska.  Nearly 
two-thirds  of  the  total  stocks  were  located  in  the  North  Central  Region, 
with  more  than  half  of  the  total  stocks  stored  in  the  Dakotas,  Nebraska 
and  Kansas.    In  the  West,  most  of  the  decline  from  a  year  earlier  occurred 
in  Itontana  and  Colorado,  but  these  two  States  still  accounted  for  a  fifth 
of  the  Nation's  total. 
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Disappearance  of  all  wheat  from  farms  during  the  Octoher-Deceinber 
quarter,  at  107  million  bushels,  was  the  emallest  since  1958  and  more 
than  20  million  "bushels  less  than  last  year  and  the  average. 

The  estimate  of  January  1  farm  stocks  of    DURUM  \IEEAT    is  placed  at 
11.3  million  bushels,  or  about  60  percent  of  the  I961  durum  production 
in  the  durum  producing  States  of  the  Dakotas,  Minnesota,  Montana  and 
California.    This  is  the  first  time  farm-held  stocks  of  durum  wheat  have 
been  estimated. 

OAT  STOCKS  ON  FARMS;    An  estimated  S^k  million  bushels  of  oats  were 

stored  on  farms  on  Janiiary  1,  1962.    This  quantity 
compares  with  766  million  bushels  on  farms  January  1,  I961  and  average 
January  1  farm  stocks  of  818  million  bushels. 

The  9  percent  decline  from  a  year  earlier  ira,s  largely  due  to  an  11 
percent  drop  in  the  major  producing  North  Central  Region.    All  other  regions 
except  the  West  showed  larger  stocks  than  last  January  1.    In  the  North 
Central  Region,  the  greatest  percentage  decline  occurred  in  North  Dakota, 
but  all  States  in  this  region  except  Wisconsin  and  Kansas  had  smaller 
farm  holdings  than  a  year  earlier.    The  North  Central  States  accounted 
for  80  percent  of  the  1961  production  and  86  percent  of  the  January  1, 
1962  farm  stocks. 

Disappearance  from  farms  during  the  October-December  quarter  totaled 
165  million  bushels.    This  is  the  smallest  disappearance  for  this  quarter 
since  193^  and  compares  with  195  million  bushels  last  year.    All  regions 
except  the  West  show  smaller  disappearance  than  a  year  earlier. 

SOYBEA|T  STOacS  ON  FARMS;    Stocks  of  soybeans  on  farms  January  1  are  es- 
timated at  263  million  bushels.    These  are  the 
highe'5t  January  1  farm  stocks  of  record,  exceeding  last  year  by  53  peJ^cent,  end 
are  89  percent  above  the  10-year  average.    The  large  farm  stocks  are  due 
to  the  record  large  production  and  to  a  relatively  high  percentage  of 
production  still  on  farms.    The  January  1  stocks  were  equivalent  to  38 
percent  of  the  I961  production  compared  with  3I  percent  held  a  year 
earlier  and  the  average  of  3^  percent. 

From  a  supply  of  69^.6  million  bushels  on  October  1,  I96I  (196I 
production  of  693. 0  million  bushels  plus  1.6  million  bushels  farm  carry- 
over) the  movement  from  farms  for  the  October-December  quarter  amounted 
to  431«5  million  bushels.    This  compares  with  386.8  million  bushels  during 
the  same  quarter  in  I96O  from  a  considerably  smaller  supply.    A  relatively 
small  amount  of  new  crop  soybeans  was  combined  and  processed  before  October 
1.    This  quantity  is  included  in  the  apparent  disappearance  for  the  October- 
December  quarter. 

Farm  stocks  on  January  1  were  higher  than  last  year  in  all  producing 
areas,  with  the  North  Central  area  accounting  for  most  of  the  increase. 
That  area  alone  had  88  percent  of  the  total  U.  S,  farm  stocks.  Illinois 
had  the  largest  stocks,  i^rith  65  million  bushels  on  farms,  followed  by  Iowa 
with  55  million  bushels.    Minnesota  was  next  -^-ath  30  million  bushels. 
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BARLEY  STOCKS  ON  FARMS:    Stocks  of  tarley  on  farms  January  1,  ±9^2,  at 

179  million  bushels  were  I3  percent  below  last 
year  and  the  lowest  supply  for  this  date  since  1957*    January  1  stocks 
were  k6  percent  of  the  1961  production,  compared  with  ^8  percent  a  year 
ago  and  the  average  of  k6  percent.    The  largest  January  1  holdings  in  the 
last  fifteen  years  was  in  195 9^  when  23I  million  bushels  were  on  hand 
following  the  record  high  production  in  1958 • 

The  1961  crop  plus  carryover  on  July  1  totaled  U59  million  bushels, 
the  smallest  beginning  supply  since  195"6.    Of  this  total,  2l6  million 
bushels  moved  off  farms  between  Jiily  1  and  October  1,  I961,  7  percent 
greater  than  last  year  and  2h  percent  more  than  average.    An  additional  63 
million  bushels  left  farm  storages  during  the  October-December  period,  the 
smallest  movement  in  the  last  seven  years  and  20  percent  below  last  year. 

RYE  STOCKS  ON  FAMS:    Rye  stored  on  farms  on  January  1  amounted  to  7-0 

million  bushels,  the  smallest  supply  for  that  date 
since  195^*    This  represents  26  percent  of  the  I96I  crop.    The  7*0  million 
bushels  is  below  both  the  ten-year  average  of  8.5  million  bushels  and  last 
year's  total  of  11.6  million  bushels.    Disappearance  from  farms  of  7«5 
million  bushels  for  October -December  I96I  period  was  the  largest  since 
19^3 ^  s-nd  was  one  million  bushels  more  than  a  year  earlier. 

Only  one  area,  the  North  Atlantic,  had  more  rye  than  last  January  1. 
The  three  heavy -producing  States  of  North  Dakota,  South  Dakota,  and  Nebraska 
accounted  for  over  half  of  the  rye  still  on  farms.    About  2.2  million  bushels 
left  farms  during  October -December  in  these  States. 

SORGHUM  STOCKS  ON  FARMS:     Sorghum  grain  stored  on  farm-s  on  January  1 

totaled  151  million  bushels,  nearly  a  third 
less  than  the  January  1,  I96I,  record  and  the  smallest  January  1  farm 
stocks  since  1957 •    Farm  stocks  declined  from  a  year  earlier  as  a  result 
of  a  22  percent  reduction  in  sorghum  grain  production  and  a  drop  from  35 
to  31  percent  in  the  percentage  of  production  held  on  farms. 

Farm  stocks  were  below  January  1,  I96I  in  all  regions  except  the 
western  area,  where  substantially  larger  stocks  in  Arizona  and  a  small 
increase  in  New  Mexico  pushed  the  total  for  the  area  slightly  above  a  year 
ago. 

Disappearance  of  sorghum  grain  from  farms  during  the  last  October - 
December  quarter  amounted  to  3^^  million  bushels.    This  was  61  million 
bushels  below  the  record  disappearance  a  year  earlier  but  15^  million 
bushels  above  the  average  disappearance  for  the  quarter.    Disappearance  was 
below  a  year  earlier  in  all  areas  of  the  Nation. 

FLAXSEED  STOCKS  ON  FARIylS;  Stocks  of  flaxseed  on  farms  January  1,  I962,  are 

estimated  at  6.7  million  bushels.    This  is 
slightly  less  than  three -fourths  of  the  stocks  on  farms  a  year  earlier  and 
only  about  half  of  the  10 -year  average  for  January  1.    Most  of  these  stocks 
were  located  in  the  Dakotas  and  Minnesota  with  North  Dakota  accounting  for 
slightly  more  than  half  of  the  National  total.    Disappearance  of  flaxseed 
from  farms  during  the  last  quarter  of  I96I  totaled  I.7  million  bushels 
compared  with  3.3  million  bushels  in  the  last  quarter  of  i960  and  the 
lO-year  average  October -December  disappearance  of  6.1  million  bushels. 
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HAY  STOCKS  ON  FARMS;    January  1  stocks  of  hay  on  farms  are  estimated  at 

80  million  tons.    These  stocks  are  3  percent  below- 
last  year  but  6  percent  above  average  and  the  fourth  largest  in  the  25 
years  of  record.    Production  of  hay  in  I961  vas  the  third  largest  of 
record  and,  along  with  the  large  carryover  of  old  hay  on  y^y  1,  19^1, 
resulted  in  the  second  largest  supply  (carryover  plus  I96I  production)  of 
record  available  for  utilization  during  the  I961-62  feeding  season. 
Disappearance  of  hay  from  May  1,  I961,  to  January  1,  I962  totaled  60 
million  tons  compared  vrith  the  previous  year  May- December  disappearance 
of  53  million  tons  and  the  average  of  52  million  tons. 

Stocks  were  above  average  in  all  regions  of  the  country.  Farm 
holdings  on  January  1  were  7  percent  lower  than  last  year  in  the  heavy- 
producing  North  Central  area;  however,  the  area  still  had  5^  percent  of 
the  U.  S.  total  hay  stocks.    Coirpared  ;^^.th  a  year  earlier,  stocks  on 
hand  in  other  regions  showed  slight  to  moderate  increases.  Supplies 
were  up  3  percent  in  the  North  ....tlantic  States,  up  8  percent  in  the 
South  Atlantic  and  South  Central  regions,  and  up  1  percent  in  Western 
States. 

CITRUS ;    The  1961-62  orange  crop  forecast  remains  unchanged  from  last 

month  at  127  million  boxes,  9  percent  larger  than  last  year  and 
2  percent  above  average.    All  States  except  California  expect  more  oranges 
than  last  year. 

Production  of  Early,  Midseason,  and  Navel  oranges  is  estimated  at 
64.3  million  boxes,  2  percent  larger  than  the  1960-61  crop.    Nearly  one- 
third  of  the  Early,  Midseason  and  Navel  crop  had  been  harvested  by 
January  1,  about  the  same  proportion  as  a  year  earlier.    Because  of  a 
larger  crop  the  actual  quantity  picked  this  season  exceeded  that  picked 
to  January  1,  I961.    The  Valencia  orange  crop  is  forecast  at  62.7 
million  boxes,  16  percent  larger  than  last  year  and  5  percent  above 
average.    Prospective  production  in  Florida,  Texas,  and  Arizona  is  vrell 
above  last  year,  but  the  California  crop  is  d.o\m. 

The  1961-62  grapefruit  crop  is  forecast  at  M-6.6  million  boxes,  8 
percent  larger  than  last  year  and  average.    Florida,  California,  and 
Arizona  expect  more  grapefruit  than  last  season.    Nearly  one-fourth  of 
the  grapefruit  crop  had  been  harvested  by  January  1,  somewhat  more  than 
a  year  earlier. 

The  lemon  crop  is  forecast  at  YJ  .k  million  boxes,  23  percent  greater  than 
1960-61  crop  and  16  percent  above  average.    In  both  California  and 
Arizona  the  quantity  picked  to  January  1  v/as  greater  than  a  year  ago. 
About  17  percent  of  the  total  crop  had  been  harvested. 

The  estimated  production  of  Florida  tangerines  remains  unchanged  from 
last  month  at  3»8  million  boxes,  down  22  percent  from  the  previous  year. 
Even  though  the  crop  is  smaller,  the  quantity  picked  to  January  1  was 
somewhat  greater  than  a  year  earlier.    About  80  percent  of  the  tangelo 
crop  had  been  harvested  by  January  1.    The  total  crop  is  estimated  at 
800,000  boxes,  up  300,000  boxes  from  last  year. 

Soaking  rains  came  to  most  of  Florida's  citrus  area  on  December  18  and 
19,  bringing  relief  from  the  abnormally  warm  and  dry  weather  of  recent  months. 
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Earlier  in  the  month,  heavy  morning  fogs,  together  with  irrigation  kept 
the  citrus  in  reasonably  good  condition.    During  the  last  part  of  the 
month  cold  weather  prevailed,  with  frosts  occurring  on  December  25,  26 
and  30.    The  lowest  temperatures  were  recorded  on  December  30.  Heavy 
frosts  occurred  again  on  January  3^       s-nd  5*    Some  damage  to  leaves, 
small  wood,  and  fruit  resulted  from  the  cold  periods.     Indications  are 
that  most  of  the  damaged  fruit  can  be  salvaged. 

Most  citrus  areas  in  California  received  good  rains  during  late 
November  and  early  December.    The  State  experienced  considerable  cold 
weather  during  December  and  wind  machines  were  used  for  frost  protection. 
Sizes  of  Navel  oranges  are  not  as  large  as  would  be  expected  from  a  crop 
with  a  light  set.    Valencias  made  good  growth  during  December  and  in  some 
districts  are  coloring  earlier  than  usual.    Harvest  of  Desert  Valleys  grape- 
fruit has  moved  along  more  rapidly  than  usual. 

Picking  of  Texas  citrus  continues  well  ahead  of  last  year.  Weather 
has  been  favorable  for  growth  and  harvest.  Harvest  of  Louisiana  oranges 
will  continue  heavy  well  into  January.  Frequent  showers  during  December 
interfered  with  picking. 

POTATOES ;    Winter  potato  production  for  1962  is  estimated  at      155, 000 

hundredweight,  unchanged  from  the  December  1  forecast.    This  pro- 
duction is  16  percent  less  than  the  4,967,000  hundredweight  harvested  last 
year  and  k  percent  below  the  I951-60  average  of      327, 000  hundredweight. 
Digging  of  the  winter  crop  in  California  has  been  progressing  rather  slowly 
in  the  southern  San  Joaquin  Valley  and  in  the  Perris-Hemet  districts  of 
Riverside  County.    Potatoes  being  harvested  in  Kern  and  Riverside  Counties 
are  of  generally  good  quality,  with  size  of  tubers  about  normal.  Tuber 
size  is  small  in  Madera,  Fresno,  Tulare,  and  Kings  Counties.    The  winter 
potato  crop  in  Florida  sustained  little  or  no  damage  from  the  recent  low 
temperatures.    Harvest  in  the  Everglades  continues  active.    The  crop  in 
that  area  consists  of  red  skinned  varieties,  and  quality  is  mostly  fair  to 
good.    Very  light  frost  burn  to  top  leaves  occurred  in  some  fields  in  the 
Ft.  %ers-Immokalee  area.    Potatoes  in  that  area  are  in  good  condition  and 
harvest  is  expected  to  be  under  way  about  the  fourth  week  of  January. 
Early  harvest  has  started  in  the  Plant  City- Balm  area.    Dry  weather  earlier 
in  the  season  adversely  affected  this  area.    Cold  weather  slowed  growth  in 
the  important  southern  Dade  County  area,  and  early  harvest  is  expected  the 
forepart  of  February. 

Growers  in  the  late  spring  States  indicate  intentions  to  plant  115,^00 
acres  of  potatoes  in  1962,  a  reduction  of  16  percent  from  the  138,200  acres 
planted  in  1961  and  29  percent  below  the  I951-60  average  of  162,000  acres. 

California  growers    report  intentions  to  plant  i+8,000  acres  compared 
tro  58;»500  acres  planted  in  1961 — about  two-fifths  of  the  total  late  spring 
acreage  in  both  years.    Planting  is  currently  under  way  in  the  Edison-Arvin 
districts  of  Kern  County,  with  scattered  plantings  under  way  in  several 
other  early  districts. 

Intended  acreage  of  late  spring  potatoes  in  the  8  northeastern  counties 
of  North  Carolina,  at  11,900  acres,  is  12  percent  less  than    last  year. 
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Growers  in  the  Baldwin  area  of  Alabama  intend  to  plant  11,500  acres,  26 
percent  less  than  planted  in  I961.    Land  preparation  has  atarted  and  planting 
will  begin  in  late  January.    Texas  growers  intend  to  plant  5^900  acres, 

2  percent  less  than  in  I961.    Planting  of  ccimrercial  late  spring  acreage 

in  south  Texas  is  expected  to  start  around  mid- January .    Intentions  to  plant 
in  Arizona  are  reported  at  9,000  acres,  15  percent  less  than  the  10,600 
acres  planted  in  1961.    All  other  States  report  intentions    the  same  or 
he low  the  acreages  planted  in  196I. 

POULTRY  AND  EGG  PRODUCTION;    The  Nation's  farm  flocks  laid  5,1^3  million  eggs 

during  December  -  about  2  percent  more  than  in 
December  i960.    Increases  were  I3  percent  in  the  South  Central,  10  percent  in 
the  South  Atlantic,  and  6  percent  in  the  West.    These  increases  were  partially 
offset  by  decreases  of  3  percent  in  the  North  Atlantic  and  in  the  West  North 
Central  and  1  percent  in  the  East  North  Central.    Aggregate  egg  production  in 
1961  was  61,27^  million  eggs  or  about  the  same  as  produced  in  i960. 

The  rate  of  egg  production  per  layer  in  December  was  16.96,  compared 
with  the  December  196O  rate  of  l6.^8  and  the  December  average  of  1^.t6.  All 
regions  of  the  country  were  above  a  year  earlier  except  the  West,  which  showed 
no  change.    Increases  were  7  percent  in  the  South  Central,  5  percent  in  the 
South  Atlantic,  k  percent  in  the  North  Atlantic  and  East  North  Central,  and  1 
percent  in  the  VJest  North  Central  regions.    The  rate  of  lay  per  layer  on  hand 
during  I961  was  210.4,  compared  with  2C8.6  for  i960. 

The  Nation's  laying  flock  averaged  304,388,000  laj'^ers  during  December, 
compared  with  305,760,000  during  December  i960.    Decreases  of  7  percent  in 
the  North  Atlantic,  5  percent  in  the  East  North  Central  and  4  percent  in  the 
West  North  Central  more  than  offset  increases  of  6  percent  in  the  South 
Central  and  in  the  West  and  of  5  percent  in  the  South  Atlantic  States. 

The  number  of  layers  on  January  1,  1962,  totaled  304, 591,000, slightly 
lower  than  the  3C6, 031,000  on  hand  a  year  earlier  and  the  lowest  of  record 
for  the  date.    Layer  numbers  compared  with  a  year  earlier  were  doim  7  percent 
in  the  North  Atlantic,  4  percent  in  the  East  North  Central  and  in  the  West 
North  Central  regions.    Nimbexs  increased  6  percent  in  the  West  and  5  percent 
in  the  South  Atlantic  and  in  the  South  Central  regions. 

The  rate  of  lay  on  January  1,  I962,  was  55-0  eggs  per  100  layers,  compared 
with  53-6  eggs  on  January  1,  I961.    Increases  were  6  percent  in  the  North 
Atlantic,  5  percent  in  the  South  Atlantic  and  South  Central,  and  4  percent  in 
the  East  North  Central  States.    The  West  North  Central  was  down  1  percent, 
while  in  the  V/est  there  was  no  change. 

Pullets  not  of  laying  age  on  January  1,  I962,  were  estimated  at  36,960,000; 
9  percent  above  January  1,  I96I.    Numbers  of  pullets  in  all  regions  were  above  a 
year  earlier.    Increases  were  I8  percent  in  the  West,  13  percent  in  the  South 
Central,  6  percent  in  the  East  North  Central,  5  percent  in  the  South  Atlantic, 

3  percent  in  the  North  Atlantic  and  2  percent  in  the  West  North  Central  regions. 

Potential  layers  (hens  and  pullets  of  laying  age  plus  pullets  not  of 
laying  age)  on  farms  January  1  were  estimated  at  341,551,000,  compared  with 
340,C68,0C0  at  the  same  time  last  year  and  with  January  1,  1951-60  average  of 
371,415,000.     Increases  from  last  year  of  7  percent  in  the  West,  6  percent 
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in  the  South  Central  and  5  percent  in  the  South  Atlantic  more  than  offset 
decreases  of  6  percent  in  the  North  Atlantic,  h  percent  in  the  West  North 
Central,  and  3  percent  in  the  East  North  Central  States.

Prices  received  by  producers  for  eggs  on  December  15,  I96I,  averaged 
35.0  cents  a  dozen,  compared  with  36. 0  cents  a  month  earlier  and  44.6  cents 
a  year  earlier.    Egg  prices  strengthened  during  the  first  half  of  December, 
following  a  period  of  veak  prices  in  late  November.    Prices  on  the  Nation* s  egg 
markets  during  the  last  half  of  December  were  unsteady.    Active  hoiliday 
demand  cleaned  supplies  with  seme  shortages  noted  during  Christmas  week, 
Post-Christmas  buying  interest  declined  somewhat  and  the  price  of  large  sizes 
declined  sharply  with  changes  ranging  as  much  as  4.5  cents  lower  on  large 
whites. 

Prices  received  for  all  chickens  (farm  chickens  and  ccmmercial  broilers) 
averaged  l4.3  cents  per  pound  live  weight  on  December  15,  1961.    This  compares 
with  11.6  cents  a  month  earlier  and  15.O  cents  a  year  earlier.    Prices  received 
by  producers  for  farm  chickens  averaged  9-7  cents  per  pound  live  weight  in 
mid-December  I961.    This  compares  with  8.8  cents  a  month  earlier  and  12.6  cents 
a  yesir  earlier.    Ccmmercial  broilers  averaged  15.I  cents  per  pound,  up  from 
12.2  cents  a  month  earlier,  but  do^-m  from  15 » 5  cents  a  year  earlier.  Live 
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offerings  during  December  were  often  short  of  needs.    Broiler  prices  advanced 
during  the  first  half  of  December  in  Southern  "broiler  States  and  maintained 
a  15  cent  level  during  the  latter  half  of  the  month.    Delmarva  area  prices 
advanced  to  a  16.9  -  I8.O  cent  range  about  mid-month,  then  declined  slightly- 
later  in  the  month. 

Mid -December  turkey  prices  averaged  I8.6  cents  per  pound,  compared  with 
18.4  cents  a  month  earlier    and  26.6  cents  a  year  earlier.    Trading  wsa  only 
fair  on  toms  and  fryer-roasters,  but  active  on  hens  Just  prior  to  the  Christmas 
holiday.    Most  large  volume  biiyers  had  previously  fulfilled  their  requirements. 

The  average  cost  of  poultry  ration  in  mid-December  was  $3.36  per  100 
pounds — up  13  cents  from  a  year  earlier.    The  average  cost  of  broiler  growing 
mash  on  December  15  was  $ij-.6l  per  100  pounds,  compared  with  ^h,kj  a  year 
earlier.    Cost  of  turkey  growing  mash  on  December  15  was       6 3, compared  with 
$i|.52  a  year  earlier.    On  December  15,  the  egg-feed,  farm  chicken- feed,  turkey- 
feed,  and  broiler- feed  price  ratios  lere  all  less  favorable  to  producers  than  a 
year  earlier. 

MILK  PROIXJCTION:    Continuing  at  a  record  high  level  for  the  month,  December 

milk  production  was  up  3  percent  from  a  year  earlier  and  11 
percent  above  the  1950-59  December  average.
